Defense Chief Says Russia

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Soviet Union is toughening its 
defenses against Red China be- 
cause of serious border prob- 
lems between the two nations, 
reports Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara. 


Breaking a long administra- 


tion silence on the Sino- Soviet 
dispute, the defense chief noted 
that "while an outbreak of hos- 
tilities between China and the 
Soviet Union does not appear 
probable at this time, the ten- 
sion on the borders is likely to 
continue." 


McNamara depicted the So- 


viet Union as more "self-confi- 
dent" and said this attitude is 
reflected in its open renewal of 
the ideological dispute with the 
Chinese.

offered a new tax break by a 
Second Circuit Court decision. 
Here's the story. 


The expenses of commuting to

work are generally not deducti- 
ble, but the Treasury is willing 
to let you, an employe, deduct 
your car commuting expenses if 
you can prove that you use your 
car primarily to transport your 
tools, instruments, etc. To prove 
this primary purpose you, the 
employe, must show that you 
would 
liave 
used 
a 
public 


conveyance or some other less 
expensive means of commuting 
if you didn't have to carry tho 
heavy or bulky weight to work. 
Since 
this 
Treasury 
ruling, 


though, 
the Tax Court has 


declared the Treasury is too 
generous. In a decision, it ruled 
that car commuting expenses 
could be disallowed even if the 
taxpayer proved that his prim- 
ary purpose was to transport 
his tools or instruments. 


More Liberal Stand 


Now the Second Circuit Court 


has said, the Tax Court is wrong 
and it has taken an even more 
liberal stand than the Treasury. 
In 1966 it decided that even if 
you, 
the employe, would have 


commuted to work by 
car 


without heavy tools, the driving 
cost allocable to carrying the 
tools is deductible according to 
these rules: (1) if you could 
have stored your tools at youi 
place of work, the deductible 
portion of the car commuting 
cost cannot in any event exceed 
the storage costs you would 
have incurred: (2) if you would 
not have driven to work if you 
did not have to carry your tools, 
your reasonable 
driving ex- 


penses are deductible but not 
more than storage would have 
cost; (3) if you would have 
driven to work anyway your 
driving expenses must be allo- 
cated between carrying you and 
your tools and you may deduct 
the portion allocable to tools up 
to what storage would have 
cost. 


The 
minimum you shouid 


deduct is in accordance with the 
Treasury's rules; ignore the tax 
court. It you try to deduct in 
accordance with the Circuit 
Court, 
be 
prepared 
for 
a 


Treasury fight. 


If you are among the millions 


of employes who moved your 
home in 1966 because you were 
transferred to a new job or you 
went 
to 
work 
for 
a 
new 


employer, the Treasury 
gave 


you a tax break in 1966. 


Moving Costs 


The tax law itself says you 


of running your car in the 
moving process but you also can 
deduct the cost of shipping your 
car or having it driven to your 
new location. 


The right to deduct moving 


expenses stops under the Tax 
Code when you arrive at your 
new location. Post-arrival ex- 
penses, such as staying at a 
hotel until permanent arrange- 
ments are made, etc., cannot be 
deducted. But if you were lucky 
enough to have been reimbursed 
by your employer for your post- 
arrival expenses, the Tax Court 
ruled in 1966 that you need not 
pay taxes on these reimb 
ments. 


If you are among the millions 


of employes who paid employ- 
ment agency fees in the process 
of getting or changing a job, a 
1966 Tax Court case underlined 
the queer tax rules applying to 
you. As far as the court is 
concerned, you can't deduct any 
costs of seeking or getting a 
job. But the Treasury is more 
liberal. It will let you deduct the 
fee you paid to an employment 
agency to get your job. It will 
not, 
though, permit you to 


deduct fees paid to agencies 
which didn't get your job for 
you, 
or the costs of running 


your own situation wanted ads, 
or preparing resumes, or pro- 
viding a telephone answering 
service for prospective employ- 
ers.

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Hoover Sabotages Rusk 


The efforts of the Johnson Administra- 


tion, particularly through Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk, to convince the United 
States Senate that the consular treaty with 
the Soviet Union ought to be signed are 
quite amazing. For while Secretary Rusk is 
earnestly backing the treaty as in the best 
interests of the United States, he is being 
undermined by the director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 


Mr. Hoover has denied that he or his 


agency is trying to set policy or even 
"express opinions." In a letter to Senator 
Karl Mundt, Mr. Hoover wrote that ''the 
F.B.I, is not a policy making agency . . . 
and is not recommending a course of 
action or expressing an opinion." That, 
\vrote Mr. Hoover in declining to testify 
before the Senate committee, was the 
business of the attorney general as far as 
internal security was concerned. 


But then Mr. Hoover went on to 


corroborate testimony he made almost two 
years ago about the treaty. "The simple 
fact is that the work of the F.B.I. in 
combating Soviet-directed espionage activi- 
ties in this country has increased through 
the years commensurate with the increase 
in Soviet representation here. I can also 
state without equivocation that Communist- 
bloc diplomatic establishments in this 
country serve as focal points for intelli- 
gence operations."

It's Still Discrimination 


The ruling by the Dane County Circuit 


Court that the Industrial Commission does 
not have the authority to review a Madison 
city ordinance prohibiting the granting of 
bartenders' licenses to women obviously 
concerns the same sort of ordinance in 
Appleton. But whether or not such an 
ordinance is a valid rule in the matter of 
law and order, there should be some way 
that local ordinances can be reviewed as to 
possible discrimination. 


The court ruling is really a technical 


one. It made no ruling whether such 
ordinances are unfairly discriminatory. It 
merely explained that the state's anti- 
discrimination law limited the Industrial 
Commission to cases involving employers 
and employes and that the city in having 
authority to grant licenses could not be 
regarded as the employer. 


But the loophole in the law is pretty

And it would provide for 
immediate notice of arrest of Americans 
traveling in Russia or Russians traveling in 
America and access to the accused by the 
consular officials. 


In 1955 the Senate committee approved 


the treaty but it was never ratified by the 
entire Senate. Certainly if such approval 
comes this year, the treaty should go to 
the Senate. Nor should there be opposition 
merely because of the Soviet part in 
bolstering North Vietnam since that really 
has nothing to do with trying to protect 
Americans traveling in Russia.

Kiesinger Soothes Satellites 


The new chancellor of West Germany, 


Kurt Kiesinger, is making 
some very 


definite efforts to live down his earlier 
Nazi association however small it may have 
been. 


Since coming to power 
Chancellor 


Kiesinger has asked for the re-establish- 
ment of full diplomatic ties with all 
Eastern European nations except, of course 
East Germany which the West does not 
recognize as a valid government. Ever 
since the end of World War H West 
Germany has had full diplomatic relations 
only 
with 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
among 


Communist nations because it was one of 
the victorious powers in the war. It is 
represented by trade missions, however, in 
Hungary, Poland, Bulgaria and Romania 
since economic needs take priority in most 
cases over ideological ones. 


In a speech to the Bundestag last week 


Chancellor Kiesinger said "we understand 
the skeptical, critical voices after what 
happened between 1933 and now. But 
precisely our collaboration with France, 
whose peaceful intentions can be doubted 
by no one, should prove to our Eastern 
neighbors 
our honest 
desire 
to 
find 


solutions to the urgent problems that still 
exist between us. We think it is time the 
East viewed us without reservations, and 
did not suspect us of ill-willed revanchism. 
Rather let them recognize what our policy 
wants to be — a wider-ranging policy of 


peace and relaxation that has the aim of a 
happy future for Europe." 


Apparently both Kissinger's attitude 


and words have served to soothe Eastern 
Europeans, already trading enthusiastically 
with the West. Hungary appears to be on 
the verge of full diplomatic exchange and 
Romania and Bulgaria are considering the 
idea. Even Czechoslovakia, one of the most 
rigidly Communist of the Eastern Euro- 
pean countries, has been surprised enough 
to look it over. Poland has held out so far 
because it wants a border settlement which 
West Germany is not yet willing to cede. 
But reportedly East Germany's Walter 
Ulbricht has changed his mind about ad- 
visiting his confreres in the Communist 
world against getting along with West 
Germany. Ulbricht's original fear, and one 
that may turn out to be right, was that 
such better relations would serve to isolate 
East Germany not only from the West but 
from the East. 


If the tensions continue to lessen, it is 


likely that eventually East and West 
Germany will be unified, not according to 
standards that we may once have thought 
essential. The so-called "evolution" of 
communism may never change it to the 
sort of regime we consider important for 
individual liberty. But at present West 
Germany, like France, is willing to make 
advances if not concessions. And that is 
better than fighting about it. 


A Prospective Wilderness Area 


There are two parcels of land in 


Wisconsin that are being considered for 
inclusion 
as national wilderness 
areas 


under the Wilderness Act of 1964. The 
first will be discussed at a public hearing 
Feb. 15 at the Door County courthouse in 
Sturgeon Bay. 


This area covers three small islands in 


Lake Michigan, Hog Island off the east 
coast of Washington Island, Gravel Island 
off Europe Bay and Spider Island about 
four miles south of Gravel Island. They are 
being considered at this time because of a 
requirement 
in 
the 
Wilderness 
Act 


specifying 
that every 
roadless 
island 


within the national wildlife system must be 
reviewed by the Secretary of the Interior 
by-1974. The Lake Michigan islands, known 
as a whole as the Gravel Islands, were set 
aside as national wildlife refuges by 
Executive Order in 1913. 


Residents of this area probably don't 


know where the islands are but certainly 
gulls, terns and some other 
nesting 


waterfowl do. One island has practically no 
trees but there is quite a bit of ground 
hemlock, rare in most placesnon another 
one. Visitors are few. The islands do not 
seem 
to 
have 
any 
possibilities 
for 


development for homes. 


The Wilderness Society points out that 


while the Wilderness Act provides for the 
setting aside of certain areas, often for the 
use of people, some "wilderness areas shall 
be administered so as to meet the purposes 
of wildlife protection." This would appear 
to be the role for the Gravel Islands. The 
beauty of Lake Michigan and Green Bay 
recreational areas depends not only upon 
the development of such areas but upon 
the wildlife, especially waterfowl, which 
must have isolated and protected nesting 
spots to survive.
